They stepped from the Franklin street 
door of the prison handcuffed in threes, 
and were formed in a procession, witha 
deputy sheriff, like a lieutenant, in front 
of each trio of prisoners. There 
were in the company two women, 
three negroes, and two ir boys. 
The names of the fifteen are 
John Scannell, Geo. Washington, John 
Sewell, Bridget Kelly, Thomas Wilson, 
Joseph Ferango, Theodore Read, Thom. 
as Callaghan, Jacob Staderman, Henry 
Rix, Samuel Murray, Annie Jane Mui- 
ray, John Kennedy, Juhn Bengtsson and 
Thomas Sorrell. Excepting Scannell, 
they would lose by having physiognom- 
ists for jurors. Their faces are bud, 
either wickedness or ignorance, or both, 
being repulsively featured in them. 
Around the line relatives the 
murderers—a few mea and 
children, but more women—were 
clustered; and some of them were 
weeping, butthe prisoners were in the 
main stolid. ‘lhe spectac'e drew a mul- 
titude even within the few seconds before 
the start.

Aften dinner anda good easy rest, we 
arranged for a bear hunt. We had seen 
fresh signs just before we stopped, and 
it was supposed by Lee that he would re- 
turn to the same palmetto patch late that 
afternoon. It wus agreed thet Brown 
and Yaserborough would remain and 
‘watch this place until night, ard 

and myself would = go 
farther down the island (it is ten 
miles long) ard search for other indica- 
tions of bear, The dogs were tied and 
left with the baggage. We had gone 
about a mile ahd a half when we came 
to the object{of our esearch. In a pal- 
metto patch 

A BEAR 

had been within the last twenty-four 

hours and had pulled many buds. 

We moved beyond for the sake 

of getting the wind right, and 

we hed not gone far before a heavy 
rain came on us, and lested for an hour. 

Our blankets and coats were two miles 

away, and we had to shelter behind 

leaning pines as best we could. Our guns 
were laid across alog with muzzle down- 
ward, aud two rounds of thick bark from 

a dead pine near by laid over the ham- 

mers. This kept them dry. 

When the rain closed it was near sun 
down, and Lee assured me that the bears 
were out feeding and no wmistake; that 
we may keep a lookout for them. We 
started back towards our ‘‘vear sign,” 
only skirting close along the swamp. 
We had gone but a short distance when 
Lee stopped and looked steadily for a 
moment, and then significantly pointed 
his finger towards

a little to our left. Llooked and saw old 

bruin busy stepping round and round, 

and pulling the palmetto. Lee told me 
to follow him closely, and to stop every 

time he did. We moved on with a 

slow and _ noiseless tread, Noth- 

ing could be heard but the ripof the 
palmetto and the thump, thump, thump 
of my heart. I thought I was cool and 
that my nerves were steady, but my heart 
was uoruly. It seemed that old bruin, 
over a hundred yards away, would hear 
it. When we got within sixty yards of 
him he threw up bis head and whiffed 
the air, and then struck off for the 
swamp in a gallop. We were almost be- 
tween him and the swamp, but he went 
quartering off to our right. We ran 
about twenty steps, and then at 

A SIMULTANEOUS FIRE, 

at a distance of seventy-five yards, one 
of us plugged him in the hind quarter 
and the other in the fore shoulder. Lee 
gave him his eccond barrel at too great a 
distance to effect much, and my secend 
failed toshoot. He was badly shot, how. 
ever, and it was with Cciflficulty that he 
hobbled on towards the swamp. Lee 
shouted to me to follow him and give 
him my remaining load. I hastily put 
on a fiesh cap, and Jike a Gp nanche i - 
dian, I tlew after him in hot pursuit, 
heedless of my stiff knees. Just as he 
was slowly entering the bushes 1 ran up 
within ten 8 and gave him 
the benefit of nine blue whistlers 
in the leftloin. I had to shoot him in 
this spot, because his head was from me 
and | could not get at his heart; besides, 
I had been told that a safe place to break 
one down, sothat he could not get away, 
was about the small of the back. At the 
flash of the gun he fell and began to 
scramble in the fern. I was without my 
pistol, and very much fearing that he 
might yet make his escape, I dropped 
my gun and 
DREW MY KNIFE, 
and was making up to him when Lee 
came nearer up and called to me to stop. 
‘You're in danger, boy!” said he. I 
did not know, after a second thought, 
but what I was, and I paused, but as 
soon as Lee came up he said it was fin- 
ished with him, and sure enough it was. 
A little more agonizing, and the usual 
bleat like asheep, and he gave up the 
ghost. He was not as large as the one I 
killed on Floyd’s island, but his claws 
and tusks were longer. I have the 
full set of the latter preserved. We left 
him, a3 it was too near dark to skin him, 
and returned to our camp. We fcund 
Boone and Yarborough had returned 
without getting a shot, and were await- 
ing us with a delightful lightwood knot 
fire. We were very wet, and after dry- 
ing our clothing, we coiled up for the 
night. 

Next morning, Wednesday the 23d, 

we returned to our bear and stripped 

his hide off. Boone was again the can- 
didate for carrying it out. From this 
point we drove up the swamp, on the 

Opposite side tv the one we had come 

down on, for deer. Our dogs 


JUMPED FOUR OR FIVE, 


but not knowing the ‘‘stands” we failed 
to get a shot until we nearly reached the 
point we came into the island at. The 
dogs were jaded—it being just in the 
heat of the day—and they were follow- 
ing alopg behind us, and when Uncle 
Ben spied a large buck feeding about 
four hundred yards ahead, we stopped 
and tied them, and Lee was selected as 
the man to go for him. 

When deer are feeding, they always 
signal with their tails before they 
raise their heads. In this 
way acareful hunter, who has the advan- 
tage of the wind, can get verv near them. 
It was so with Lee. He had the wind 
right, and with careful tread, and bis eye 
on the buck’s tail, he advanced. When 
he would see the tail switch, he would 
stand motionless unlilthe deer put his 
head down again. In this manner he got 
within sixty yards, and a sure fire laid 
the prizelow. It was now one o’clock, 
and we stripped his jacket in a few min- 
utes, and had bis liver

for dinner. After refreshing ourselvcs, 
we bundled up and started for Billy’s 
island again. shouldered half of 
the deer, the hide, and his gun, Uncle 
Ben took the other half, Boone his 

and bis bear hide, while I followed in the 
rear with my gun, the axe, blanket and 
knapsack. With thes2 respective loads 
we were to come that half mile through 
the swamp, and then two and a half 
miles across Billy’s island to. camps be- 
fore night. I need not detail the fa- 
tiguing trip, as no incidents of interest 
occurred. Suffice it to say that we ar- 
rived safely at camps again very much 
fatigued and with the entire load we 
started with. 

When we arrived we were rejoiced to
